Every day the pupil imprisons 
her feet in a pah* of narrow cases, in 
which, heel to heel, the tortured limbs 
are accustomed to remain in a parallel 
Ijosition. 
After half an hour in ^ e s e 
cases another torture is subsituted. 
Tliis time one foot is placed on a bar, 
which is held by the hand opposite to 
the foot which is being exercised, and 
both foot and hand are changed at the 
word of command. 
And it must not 
be imagined that these hard te!s?A have 
to be undergone only for a certain time. 
They must always be continued ^f th« 
dancer wishes to preserve her elasticity 
A single week of rest has to be paid for 
with several months of double and tm- 
interrupted work. The fable of Sisyphus 
and his rock is realized by the ballet 
dancer. 
She is the race horse which 
pays with is rest, its embonpoint, and 
its liberty for the rapid victories in the 
field. M. A. Second tells in his currioua 
"Petits Mysteres de I'Opera" that IMlle. 
Taglioni, after a two hours' lesson by 
her father, fell fainting on the fioor of 
her room and remained unconscious 
while she was undressed, sponged, and 
redressed. 
The lightness of her marvel- 
ous dancing before the audience was 
paid for with such a price. 
Mille. 
Taglioni's example is rigorously fol- 
lowed by other dancers, and there are 
some who, through bodily defects, have 
unusual difficulties to overcome and 
torture themselves with a barbarous 
ferocity. 


These daily exercises have come to 
an end, all the different steps are gone 
through, the professor rapidly indicat- 
ing the changes from one step to an- 
other. 
And how hot the poor creatures 
become! 
Some moan and sigh; some 
gasp and cough; others can scarcely 
stand on theu* feet. 
With 
dancers 
only the legs grow stout, sometimes, 
indeed, too much so, but their 
arms, 
their shoulders, their chests are a piti- 
ful sight. 


At a dancing lesson on the stage of 
the Paris Opera all the ladies » e 
dressed in cotton or flannel, which 
leaves their arms and shoulders bare, 
with a garment down to their knees, 
and boots like the cothurnus. The

shawls or waterproofs to wrap them- 
selves in after the performance is over. 
On the stage two dim lights are burning 
several gentlemen stand about, one of 
them carrying a baton. 
The orchestra 
consists of two violins. 
The maltre de 
ballet, beating the floor with his baton, 
calls out: 
"Now, then, ladies, silence 
if you please! 
We begin again. The 
second tableau." 
And assuming the 
attitude which his pupils are to assume 
he shouts: 
"Attention! 
The 
prison 
scene and the prisoner's step. 
You are 
chained---you—^you, s ^ r e 
blue! look 
towards the sky! towards the sky, I 
tell you!^ Cross your hands and put 
one 
fooi" forward. 
Unfasten 
your 
handa 
Quickly! Put your foot back!" 
Not infrequently the baton is used for 
other purposes than merely to beat 
time, and the lessons go on amid scold- 
ing and cursing. 
All the dancers take 
part in it, from the very young, the 
poor and the innocent, who try to em- 
bellish themselves with a bunch of vio- 
lets or a piece of bright ribbon and

earrings,

ladies sparkling with diamonds from 
behind the d ^ scenes, like Indian 
idols in the depths of 
pagodas of

The time has been shortened much 
more than half since 1840, and has boeiL 
lessened 40 per cent, since 1860. 


In addition to the great ships men- 
tioned, there have been placed upon 
the line from Bremen to New York, 
touching at Southampton, England, the 
eight new or lately built ships of the 
North German Lloyd, which form al- 
together the most compact and uniform 
fleet upon the Atlantic. 
Their three 
last ships, the Trave, Saale, and Aller, 
are marv Is of splendor and comfort, 
ranking in speed and power very little 
short of the fastest of the 
Liverpool 
ships. 
They, as were the others of the 
company's eight "express" 
steamers, 
were built by the great firm of John 
Elder & Co., of Glasgow, their ma- 
chiney being designed by Mr. Bryce- 
Douglas, to whose genius is also due 
that of the Etruria and Umbria, tho 
Oregon, Arizona, and Alaska. 
That 
of the Trave, Saale, and Aller, how- 
ever, is triple expansion, these 
being 
the only ships of the great European 
lines of this character, besides the new 
Gascogne, Bourgone, and Champagne 
(their equals in speed and equipment,' 
of the French 
C o m p a r e 
Trar^. 
atlantique, which were bidlt in France, 
and which reflect so much honor upon 
the 
French 
builders. 
All these 
steamers are of steel, with 
cellular 
bottoms carefcdly subdivided, and fit- 
ted with a luxury and comfort quite 
unknown thirty years ^o—with more 
apace, better ventilation, and 
better 


t V ü l be difficult to go beyond them 
until a further change is accepted to 
tMrin screws. 
That this change will 
soon come is pretty sure. 
I t will 
hardly be possible to extend the power 
with a single screw beyond that of the 
14,000 horse-power already in the Um- 
bria and Etruria: with twin screws, 
however, it may be carried much be- 
yond. 
Their adoption 
would 
mean 
greater accommodation and 
comfort 
and less racing of the machinery at 
sea, but, above all, it would 
mean 
greater safety. Under present circum- 
stances a complete break-down of the 
machinery of these great ships is a disi- 
aster which may entail delay as the 
least of the difficulties. 
No sail power 
can be given them which would serve 
to carry them into port; they must lie 
helpless logs in the water until fortu- 
nate enough to find a friend to tow 
them.—Scribner's 
Monthly. 


Earning Their Salt. 


Excitement is an ansesthetio almost 
as efficient as chloroform itself. 
Let a 
fighting 
school-boy 
only be angry 
enough, and he will scarcely feel the 
heaviest blow which his adversary gives 
jhim; and we have all read of men who 
lhave been dreadfully mangled, at a fire, 
Ifor fviample, or in battle, without being 
j»t all aware of it. What is true of 
men is true also of the low»r animala 
Here, for instance, is a description of 
the process of "salting" mules in South 
America: 


At length we reached the first ren- 
Idezvous, where about three hundred 
wild mulas were already assembled, 
¡waiting for the distribution of the much- 
|prized salt. 
They were collected in 
¡groups of ten or a dozen, each group 
ibeing presided over by a mare, who 
(Seemed to have trouble enough with 
her unruly followers. 


In order to keep up her dignity and 
!a proper respect for her chieftainship, 
iShe allowed no mule to approach within 
Ithe radius commanded by her teeth or 
!heels, laying down her ears and lashing 
out in all directions whenever 
they 
!showed any inclination to press too 
'closely upon her. 


I t was curious to observe that the 
mules never attempted to bite or kick 
•their foster-mother in return for her 
;rough treatment of them. 
Amongst 
themselves, however, there was no such 
kindly feeling, but each seemed to hate 
|the other with mortal spite, and fre- 
quent and loud-sotmding were the 
blows of jealous heels on unwary ribs. 


When all was ready, the salt bags 
were opened, and the contents distrib-
